Band Crowned National Champions

After a tumultuous season rife with obstacles and adversity, the 
Adair Band embodied their Invictus: Defiant Dreams show to 
overcome each hurdle and capture the Bands of America Class A 
National Championship last Saturday at BOA Grand Nationals in 
Indianapolis. 

“The students showed great maturity in getting past the 


disappointment of being state runner-up a couple of weeks ago,” 
Adair Band Director Tom Case said. “We continually improved 
with each rehearsal leading up to Grand Nationals.” 

The Adair Band began BOA with what was undoubtedly their 
strongest performance of the season in preliminary competition 
Thursday night at Lucas Oil Stadium, advancing to Saturday’s 
semifinal round with one of the top 30 scores awarded from the 
first two days where 94 of the nation’s best bands competed at 

their highest level. Adair was 
the only band from Class A, 
the competition’s grouping for 
the smallest bands, to advance 
to semifinals on score alone. 

“Our Thursday night 
preliminary performance was 
highly energetic and very well 
executed,” Case explained. 
“As a result, it put us in a great 
position leading into the 
weekend.” 

On Saturday, all scores were 
wiped clean and a fresh group 
of judges was brought in to 
evaluate the final two rounds 
of the contest. The top 30 
scores from Thursday and 
Friday, regardless of class, as 
well as five additional 
wildcard bands, competed on 
Saturday morning for a spot in 
that night’s final round. As the

Hoppers Coming To 
Columbia In Februaiy

One of the most prominent names in gospel music, The 
Hoppers, will be coming to Columbia for a concert in 
February as part of a 58-city nationwide tour celebrating 
the group’s 58th anniversary. 

“This is one of their biggest tours in history,” Jones 
Chapel United Methodist Church Music Committee 
chairman Terry Partin says. “They could have had their 
choice of Rupp [Arena] and the [KFC] Yum Center, but 
they’re coming to Adair County High School and for that 
we’re very thankful—to me that’s just amazing.” 

The North Carolina-based ensemble was formed in 1957 
and has long been considered the pinnacle of modern 
gospel music. Known as “America’s Favorite Family,” the 
group has performed at Carnegie Hall and at President 
Ronald Reagan’s inauguration in 1981. They are members 
of the Gospel Music Hall of Fame and have been voted by 
the Singing News as favorite mixed group 12 of the past 15 
years.

For better or worse, things are changing in this 
community. I know, change is constant, but things 
seem to be changier lately, which is a word I just 
invented to say that the changes we’ve seen lately are 
different. Despite the seemingly mundane news that 
we regularly report, Adair County is in a vastly 
different place than it was just a couple years ago— 
from a business standpoint, in the school system, in 
local government, and in the attitude of the public. 

We’ve got a newly instituted occupational tax for 
those that work inside Columbia’s city limits that will 
take effect in January. Depending on whom you talk 
to, the tax will either be the City’s saving grace or its 
complete undoing. Very few people have a moderate 
opinion on the issue, which is fine, because I like 
people taking strong stances, regardless of whether or 
not I agree or disagree. This tax could potentially lead 
to a more financially stable city government, more 
programs for citizens, especially youngsters (with the 
earmark for Parks and Recreation), and greater funds 
available for economic development. It could also be 
a disaster—hard-earned money pulled from the 
pockets of citizens that is wasted on bureaucratic 
salaries and ill-advised and unnecessary spending. 
Only time will tell. 

The school system is also in an unfamiliar place. 
Things look better than ever, at least aesthetically. We 
have a beautiful, brand new school (Adair County 
Primary Center), now in its second year; pretty 
landscaping and plenty of new paint jobs; a new 
vocational school that teaches health sciences and 
metal fabrication, two career areas that are in high 
demand; and a sparkly new “Work Ready” seal on 
diplomas of accomplished graduates. Administration 
is thinking outside the box in ways that we haven’t 
typically seen, and I appreciate the effort for 
innovation. We haven’t always had the most proactive 
approach in our school system, but that is certainly not 
the case today. Athletics are in as good of shape as 
they’ve ever been, with both baseball and football 
having record-breaking years in 2014, and both boys’ 
and girls’ basketball teams continuing their tradition of 
success. 

It’s not all roses though. Academics are still 
middling. Our test scores, which vary by school 
andgrade level, are hovering right around the state 
average, and our state is far from the most 
distinguished in the country academically. Our 
teachers are still waiting on their long overdue raises, 
which have been pushed to the back burner in recent 
years to make room for the aforementioned 
construction projects. “Work Ready” seals are great, 
but they’ll do little good for this community if we have 
young adults that are ready to work but no one ready 
to hire them. We’re betting on our workforce luring 
more jobs to the area, but traditionally jobs lure 
workforces, not the other way around. 

We also have new faces in the local legislature. In 
January, we’ll see a third of the City Council change 
seats, a couple new magistrates on the Fiscal Court, 
and two new leaders at the head of these respective 
boards in the form of Curtis Hardwick and Mike 
Stephens. Who knows how this will work? No one, 
really. As a resident of the community I obviously 
wish both men great success, and would love nothing 
more than to see us reach unprecedented prosperity 
under the new leadership. That’s no guarantee though, 
and some of their successes or failures will be 
completely out of these boards’ control. State and 
federal funding, available grants, and state statutes all 
playa role in what the City Council and Fiscal Court 
are able to do, what they can afford to do, and how 
much they can help this community. No matter what 
though, things will assuredly be different, at least 
judging by the platforms on which Hardwick and 
Stephens ran. 

It remains to be seen whether these changes 
continue, or if things revert back to the way they have 
been for most of my lifetime. It will be years before 
the final verdict is in and we see for sure if these 
changes were good or bad for the community, and 
even then, the complex nature of such things will leave 
room for debate, as like most things, it’s mostly a 
matter of opinion. No matter what, it will definitely be 
interesting to watch.

Butler and Montgomery in 
Early Adair County, Part 3 

The travels of Nathan Montgomery, John Butler, William 
Butler and others in what is now is Adair County, prior to 
settlement, as originally written by Judge Rollin Hurt. 
{Continued} 

This continued until the bear was coming down a steep 
point to a ridge between two prongs of Big Creek at a place 
where the two prongs came together just above Gradyville, 
when Butler’s pursuit became so close that the bear turned to 
fight his pursuer, and, standing upon its hind legs, made for 
Butler when Montgomery shot and killed it. They skinned 
and dressed the carcass, and making a fire at the foot of a 
steep point near the waters of the creek, cooked a portion of 
the meat and greedily ate it and spent the night there. They 
placed the whole of the ribs of one side of the bear before the 
fire so that it might cook during the night for their morning 
meal. When they composed themselves for the night near the 
fire, which they reduced to the smallest quantity so as to 
escape detection by the Indians if any should chance to be in 
that neighborhood, Butler lay very close to the fire. Unwell 
and weary from the day’s tramp and his exertions in the 
pursuit of the bear, Butler very soon fell heavily asleep. 

In the middle of the night, Montgomery, who was sleeping 
lightly, awakened, seized his rifle, discharged it, and at the 
same time cried to Butler that the Indians were upon them. 
Butler, unable to cast off his heavy sleep at once, and only 
partially awakened, mistook the ribs of the bear for a gun, 
seized the hot ribs of the bear, drew it aside his face as 
though it was a rifle and muttered in an undertone, “shoot, 
shoot, shoot!” It was not until the roasted flesh had severely 
burned his cheek that he was awakened sufficiently to realize 
that the Indians were not near, and that the whole affair was 
only a prank of Montgomery’s. 

When the morning came, Butler loaded himself with a 
sufficiency of the meat to furnish substance for a number of 
days and declared his readiness to proceed on the proposed 
tour of spying upon the Indians. They then retraced their 
steps toward the country of Tennessee and completed the 
tour without any further hindrance. 

In after years, at log rollings and other gatherings of the 
people, Montgomery would relate the circumstance of the 
prank played by him upon Butler to the accompaniment of 
the loud roars of laughter by the crowds present. Our 
forefathers viewed the circumstances as worthy of great 
merriment. Butler never, however, joined in the merriment 
which was indulged at his expense, but would dryly say that 
it was a piece of bad judgment and recklessness upon the 
part of Montgomery as the noise made by him upon the 
occasion could have brought the Indians upon them and, 
thus, exposed them to unnecessary dangers. 

Note 3: Miss Mary Lucy Lowe and Mrs. Margaret C. 
Browning, Columbia, KY, collected data on the Butler 
family. They compiled the following on John Butler, Sr.: 

John Butler, Sr. was bom 10 August 1769, died 1839, 
married Ellender Harbison, daughter of Ann, in Lincoln 
County, KY in 1785. Ellender was bom 17 February 1769, 
died 17 November 1830. Their children were: Joshua Butler, 
Sr., bom 15 May 1791, married Agnes Simpson in Adair in 
1811, and second to Frances P. Hopkins in Adair in 1830; 
William Butler, bom 2 February 1793; Nathan M. Butler, 
bom 30 January 1795, died 4 April 1843 in Morgan County, 
Illinois; Nancy R. Butler, bom 1797, married Edmund B. 
Cheatham in Adair in 1821; Champness Butler, bom 10 
March 1799, died 9 June 1867, married Amanda S. 
Cheatham in Adair in 1827.

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46 Years Later, Army Veteran Receives Purple 
Heart At Lindsey Wilson Veterans Luncheon 




Almost a half-century after he was wounded serving his 
country, an Adair County Army veteran was recognized last 
Wednesday for the sacrifices he made in Vietnam. 

Larry Burton of Columbia, who was a private in the Army’s 
506th Infantry, was awarded a Purple Heart at Lindsey Wilson 
College’s annual Veterans Appreciation Luncheon. 

Burton received the decoration more than 46 years after being 
wounded in battle. 

As Army veteran Joe Hare of 
Columbia VFW Post 6097 told 
a packed room of more than 
180 guests, the event helped 
correct a wrong. 

“The Army righted that 
wrong, and we are going to 
finish it up,” Hare said. 

Burton was injured in a 
battle on July 22, 1968, near 
Cu Chi, South Vietnam. As his 
company moved on a village, 
they ran into a well-entrenched 
company of North Vietnamese 
Regulars. 

“They were the big boys ... 
they were respected soldiers, 

I’ll give them that,” Hare said 
during the ceremony. 

Burton was shot by enemy 
forces after he had volunteered 
to resupply two of his platoons 
with ammunition. Although 
wounded several times, the 
orders report that Burton 
“continued to move forward 
until he lost consciousness.” 

His “personal bravery and 
devotion to duty were in 
keeping with the highest 
traditions of the military

service and reflect great credit upon himself, his unit and the 
United States Army,” according to the orders. 

Burton was honorably discharged from the Army in May 
1969, but he never received a Purple Heart because of a clerical 
error. 

About a year ago, Hare led an effort to get the oversight 
corrected. 

“Right at 10 months later, 
Joe calls me up one day, ‘Joe, I 
got it,”’ Hare recalled during 
the ceremony. 

Ironically, the order 
awarding Burton the Purple 
Heart was cut July 22, 2014 — 
46 years to the day after his 
injury. “We thought that was 
pretty cool,” Hare said. 

During Wednesday’s 

ceremony, Burton was 
officially presented the Purple 
Heart by veteran Joe Fair of 
Campbellsville, Ky., who was 
a sergeant in the Army during 
the Vietnam War. 

“It’s just an honor to be able 
to do this,” Fair said. 

Burton told the audience 
that “it’s quite an honor” to 
finally receive the Purple 
Heart he earned more than four 
decades ago in Southeast Asia. 

He said that in many ways, 
the 46-year wait was worth it 
because he got to receive the 
honor in his hometown. 

“I thought, ‘You know if the 
Army had given my Purple 
Heart when I had it coming, 
it’d be some colonel (who 
would) come by and pin it on 
my chest and salute me for my 
service. I’d never see him 
again, probably couldn’t 
remember his name,”’ he said. 
“Maybe it was meant to be 
done on a day like this...I’m 
sure this is a lot better than 
some colonel coming by and 
pinning this on me...I think this 
is better than getting a Purple 
Heart pinned on me in 
Vietnam, I really do.” 

The day Burton was injured, 
he was one of 24 soldiers in his 
company who wounded; 17 
were killed. “That was not our 
worst battle,” he said. 

And Burton said he never 
stops thinking about his 
brothers in arms. 

“All these years, I think 
about them every day,” he said. 
“I kind of have a little guilty 
feeling — why did I make it, 
and why did they die? You 
think about what I could have 
done that day to save them.”

was that even though our numbers weren’t that large, the majority 
of the people there had never been there. Anytime you can bring in 
new people to see your facilities it works well.” 

The frigid temperatures might have hurt the crowd a bit, keeping 
some people cooped up inside their homes instead of venturing to 
Gradyville for the concert, but those in attendance were treated to 
uplifting gospel music for more than four hours. 

“I thought Driven was just great—they were so awesome,” 
Duvall says. “They are very talented and very inspirational. I think 
the people that did make it out got a lot out of it.” 

With Driven on stage for the entire afternoon, attendees came 
and went at their leisure. Some folks came early and left early, 
some showed up later and stayed until the end, and some parked 
themselves in a seat for the duration of the concert, sipping coffee 
and hot cider while they listened to the music. 

“I wish more people had made it out, but it was cold,” Duvall 
says. “It was still a wonderful event. I already want to have another 
one, but when it’s a little warmer.” 

Duvall maintains that the aim of the concert was more of a 
“thank you” to the community than a business-motivated move, but 


she acknowledges that bringing so many new faces onto the 
grounds will boost A Barn Affair’s image. In fact, she booked a 
wedding Saturday just by talking to one of the concert attendees, 
and has been thrilled with how the community has supported A 
Barn Affair in the few months it’s been open.” 

“We didn’t even start showing the facilities until September, and 
we’ve already booked two Christmas parties and numerous 
weddings,” Duvall explains. “We are just thrilled, and it’s been a 
good mix because we’ve booked almost an equal number from 
outside the area and locally.” 

The next public event on the horizon at A Barn Affair will be a 
New Year’s Eve Party the evening ofDec. 31. The party is open to 
the public but by reservation only. The cost to attend is $125 per 
couple, and all in attendance will be treated to a prime rib dinner, 
music, dancing, and a special surprise giveaway shortly after 
midnight. 

“We’re really looking forward to it, and we hope to see a lot of 
the community out there,” Duvall says. “We’re so thankful for how 
helpful and supportive everyone has been.”

While Adair did not capture one of the top 12 scores 
necessary to advance to Saturday night’s final round, which 
is typically reserved for the largest classes of bands at the 
competition, they would still find themselves performing an 
exhibition at finals that night—as a national champion.

2015 4-H Country Ham Project 

Do you like to eat country ham? Would you would 
like to learn how country ham is processed and process 
your own country ham? If the answer is YES to these 
questions, then the 4-H Country Ham project is for 
you. 

What 

4-H members throughout the state spend several 
months preparing their hams for the Fair, where their 
meat is judged by commercial country ham producers 
according to its smell, roundness, color, and texture. 

When 

To sign up for the project, youth and parents must 
complete the Country Ham Project Agreement and pay 
the $65.00 fee. Starting sometime in January, youth will 
meet to start curing their hams. This year will be cure 
them in the Adair County 4-H Ham House. Youth will 
also have to attend regular meetings to complete the 
required six hours of trainings to learn about hams and 
the curing process. In August, the ham will be taken to 
the Kentucky State Fair to be judged and youth will give 
a speech. 

After the Hams are Cured 

Youth are required to give a presentation on any aspect 
of the project such as nutrition or value added. In 
addition, the processors evaluate ham on such factors as 
leanness, shape, appearance, and aroma. The combined 
presentation and judging scores determine the overall 
winner. This takes place during the Kentucky State Fair. 

Benefits 

Youth develop valuable technical merit, 
communications, research and organizational skills from 
the 

presentations. Persistence and responsibility are 
among the traits 4-H members develop during the nine 
months they cure hams at the processing plant. Youth 
also learn to appreciate the importance of value added to 
a raw commodity. And, there’s a financial benefit. All 
participants also receive a State Fair premium. 

Cost 

Participants pay a $65.00 fee. This year each youth 
will be able to keep both hams or keep one of the hams 
and the second ham will be auctioned off at an event. 
The livestock club will get 10% of the sale to use with 
the club and 10% will go to the Ham Scholarship. 
Auction money will be divided equally between the 
members who participate in the ham project. 

Failure to complete the project will results in forfeiture 
of the 2 hams and the $65.00 fee. 

The deadline to sign up for the Country Ham project is 
December 8,2014. 

Adair County is limited to 30 participants, so this will 
be a first come - first served sign up. Applications can be 
picked up at the Adair County Cooperative Extension 
Service temporary location at 42 Grant Lane.

Tickets for the Feb. 27 show 
will go on sale today at all local 
banks, and Partin urges 
everyone to not wait around on 
buying tickets, as he expects 
them to sell out by the end of 


next month. Just more than 
2,000 will be sold, at prices 
ranging from $10 for bleacher 
seats, $20 for seats on the floor, 
and $30 for “Gold Circle” seats 
right in front of the stage. 

“Yes they will sell out,” Partin 
says. “We expect them to all be 
sold by Christmas—they will be 
a popular gift this year.

We 
also have to thank our local 
banking community for their 
support in this and we appreciate 
the effort they are making.” 

The Hoppers won’t be the 
only performers that Friday 
night in February. Columbia 
Christian Church music director 
Dwayne Martin will be directing 
a community choir that will 
perform along with the Hoppers 
on a few select songs. There will 
also be a community youth choir 
that will join the Hoppers on 
three songs. 

“We’re so excited that 


Dwayne has decided to give his 
time to this performance,” Partin 
says. “Everyone around here 
knows what an accomplished 
director he is. We urge all the 
church choirs in the county to 
have representation in this choir. 
It is truly a community effort.”

Grimsley began her comments by saying that she is looking forward to working with the Board to 
promote, grow, and recruit businesses to the area. 

“This is a group of people that really want to wrap their heads around economic development and 
get some things done around here,” Grimsley told the Board. “I’m looking forward to this 
opportunity—this challenge.” 

Grimsley has already been busy in her new role. Last week, she attended the Kentucky Association 
for Economic Development Conference in Louisville, and shared some of what she learned with the 
Board, including tax credits available for local businesses, recruitment strategies, new laws and statutes 
that could potentially boost economic growth, and the importance of incorporating technology into 
economic development tactics. 

“There’s tax credits available that business owners might not even know about,” Grimsley 
explained. “We need to be a resource for those people. We need to make all of that information 
available.” 

Grimsley also shared her goal of completely redesigning the EDA’s outdated website. 

“It could really use a good shot in the arm,” Grimsley said. “I’d like to make it look a little different. 
I’d like to add to it. One of the things they talked about at the conference was the importance of a 
quality website when it comes to recruiting businesses.” 

Another task Grimsley has undertaken is compiling a master list of all Adair County businesses. She 
said that supporting businesses that are already here is of the utmost importance, and a central list is 
needed to establish and maintain relationships with the business owners. 

“Those are the people that I really want to talk to first,” she explained. “See what’s working, what’s 
not working, what needs to be done differently, that kind of thing.” 

Antle applauded Grimsley’s initiative in establishing relationships with local business leaders. 

“It’s important for them to see that we’re here and we’re trying,” Antle said. 

Business leaders aren’t the only people Grimsley will be working with though. She said that she’s 
already scheduled meetings with incoming officials, including Mayor-elect Curtis Hardwick and 
County Judge-elect Mike Stephens to discuss a community strategy for economic development. 

The Board was complimentary of Grimsley’s tenaciousness out of the gate in her new role, but Mark 
Dykes urged Grimsley not to conduct business behind closed doors, saying that complete transparency 
is key to gaining the community’s support for the Board’s economic development efforts. Grimsley 
agreed. 

“I think that open dialogue is really important,” she said. 

The next CACEDA meeting is scheduled for 8 a.m. on Dec. 16, at which time Grimsley will update 
the Board and the public on her progress in her new role as ambassador. 

All Board members with the exception of Tony Corbin were present for the meeting.

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Blue Raiders Clinch MSC East Title With 35-28 Win Over Georgetown 

~Blue Raiders make first-ever appearance in NAIA Football Championship Series ~ 


No. 8-ranked Lindsey Wilson football captured the program’s 
first Mid-South Conference East Division title today with a 35-28 
upset of fifth-ranked Georgetown (Ky.) at Blue Raider Stadium. 

With the win, Lindsey Wilson claims the Mid-South East’s 
automatic bid into the NAIA Football Championship Series, 
which begins on Saturday, Nov. 22 at various sites across the 
NAIA. 

With its national ranking, Lindsey Wilson is likely to host an 
opening round game next weekend. The 16-team field and 
brackets will be announced on Sunday. 

Lindsey Wilson sprinted out to a 35-7 lead in the early stages 


on the second half, but needed a defensive stand to secure the 
program’s first nine-win season. 

After Georgetown scored three straight touchdowns and was 
driving for the potential tying score, the Lindsey Wilson defense 
recorded back-to-back sacks to set up a 4th-and-20 from the LWC 
31-yard line. 

Andrew Wahl — who owns the program’s single-season record 
with 10-1/2 sacks — recorded the first sack and Corrion Cooper 
and Chris Oldham combined for the Lindsey Wilson’s fifth sack 
of the day to set up the desperation down for the Tigers.

Johnson fell short of its intended target giving the Blue Raiders 
the ball back on downs with 1:55 left in the game. 

Lindsey Wilson’s Josh Haney and Cory Davenport combined 
for three runs and 12 yards to give the Blue Raiders a first down. 
A knell down by Lindsey Wilson quarterback Branden Cresap 
secured the win and the title. 

The Blue Raiders improve to 9-2 overall and close out the 
regular season with a 6-0 mark in the MSC East. Georgetown

After establishing a new school record for wins in a season and recording the first state playoff win 
in school history the week before, the Indians made the nearly four hour trek to Paducah Tilghman 
High School to square off with what has become a familiar postseason foe Friday night. The hosting 
Blue Tornadoes proved why they are a perennial power in the matchup, besting the Tribe 57-7 behind a 
prolific aerial attack. 

“We just didn’t play well enough to beat that team,” Head Coach Travis Gay said flatly of the loss.

After spending my childhood 
and adolescence without really 
feeling that the world needed a 
sequel to my favorite comedy 
film of all time, Dumb and 
Dumber , I found myself 
alongside my girlfriend in a 
theater this weekend, essentially 
dreading what I feared would be 
another tired, flat, rehashed 
Hollywood sequel designed to 
cash in on the success of the 
original. 

On Sunday morning, I found myself in front of the T.V., but 
with the exact opposite feeling. Kentucky was about to tip off 
against Buffalo for the second game of the highly anticipated 
2014 basketball season. I wasn’t particularly excited, at least not 
by UK Basketball game standards, and expected an easy romp to 
victory as the Cats geared up for their first real test of the season, 
a matchup with Kansas in the Champions Classic (that, as of 
writing this, has yet to be played). 

Dumb and Dumber To surpassed my expectations. Without 
spoiling any of the jokes or the plot, I’ll say that the film 
combines a mixture of what everyone loved about the original 
with updated gags about cell phones and goofs centered on a 
technology conference. There are misses—jokes that feel like 
forced odes to the brilliance of the original—included just to let 
the audience know that the directors are aware of why you’re 
watching, and despite its surprisingly successful humor and 
good enough plot, To ultimately falls short of the first, just like 
nearly every other sequel. 

With eight players returning from last year’s NCAA runner- 
up, this edition of Big Blue qualifies as a sequel as well. The loss 
of Julius Randle and James Young will look to be offset by the 
addition of Karl-Anthony Towns, Trey Lyles, Tyler Ulis and 
Devin Booker—four more McDonald’s All-Americans to bring 
the Cats’ total to a record nine—but the bulk of the load figures 
to be shouldered, at least early on, by what Brett Dawson, who 
covers UK for Rivals.com cleverly dubbed “The Came Back 
Cats.” 

Much of Sunday’s contest with Buffalo appeared to fall into

Later in the drive, Melton found sophomore running back Lonnie 
Grant wide open on a blown coverage across the middle to gain 21 
yards on third and seven. Grant was brought down inside the one, 
and a Melton QB sneak on the next play put the Indians in the 
endzone. A Brady Hixson extra point pulled the Tribe to within a 
score, 14-7. 

From there, Paducah Tilghman was in full control. The 
Tornadoes returned the kickoff following the score 81 yards for a 
touchdown, and a 21-7 lead with 10:20 left in the half ballooned to 
a 35-7 margin at the break following two impressive drives from 
the home squad. The first, a nine-play, 84-yard drive was capped off 
with a 29-yard touchdown run following an Indians fumble in the 
redzone, and the second came on four pass completions that went 
64 yards in just over one minute that left seven seconds in the first 
half. 

Adair would receive the ball to open the second half, but the 
disaster continued, as a fumble on the return was scooped up and 
returned 14 yards for another Tilghman touchdown. The Tornadoes 
converted for two points and the clock began to run on the 36-point 
lead early in the third quarter. 

A Lasley return to the 33 made small amends for his previous 
fumble, but just a few plays later, a Melton interception was 
returned to the Indian 12 and another crossing route exploited the 
middle of the Adair secondary again for yet another passing 
touchdown and a 50-7 lead with 4:54 to play in the third. 

Tilghman would substitute for their starters with the game well 
in-hand, but did tack on one more passing touchdown with the 
backup to set the final margin of defeat at 50 as the Tribe’s historic 
season came to a close, 57-7. 

The Adair offense amassed just 163 yards of total offense, with 
117 of those coming on the ground. Tilghman racked up 359 yards 
on the Indian defense, with a balanced attack that included 186 
yards rushing and 173 through the air with just two incompletions 
on the night. 

“I’m never going to be satisfied until we win them all, but 
statistically and in the win column it was the best season in the 
history of Adair County Football,” Coach Gay said of his team’s 
season. “Two of our three losses came to teams that are still playing 
this week, and we took a lot of steps this year. The program 
continues to grow, and we had a lot of fun.”

many sequels. The Cats expected the performance to be a 
success simply because of who they were and what they had 
accomplished in their first act. A talented cast and a marquee 
director were supposed to be enough to ensure a masterpiece just 
by being on the set. 

By the first television timeout of the second half, the early 
reviews had reached the Cats, however, and Kentucky held 
Buffalo to just 14 total second half points, showcasing the 
immense suffocation their length and talent can impose on 
opponents defensively, and produced a mixture of fast-paced 
onslaughts and half court bulldozing that teased at this squad’s 
offensive firepower when they mesh as a unit. 

It’s for those brilliant moments that we tmdge through many 
sequels.
